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that the bonds be marketable. I recognize that ths 1s a

very technical area, one which is very important that it

is done properly. I had to rely on the bond council for

these amendments. They brought them to me. I have every
reason to belleve that they are right, in this instance I
have nc expertlise but I must rely upon them. I move for

the adoption of the amendments,

SPEAKER MARVEL: What is before the House? The Chair
recognizes Senator Koch. You have an amendment to the
Schmit amendment?

SENATOR KOCH: Do you have it on the desk, Mr. Clerk?
CLERK: Yes;sir I do. Would you like a copy?

SENATOR KOCH: Mr. Speaker, this goes back, just for a moment.
This goes back to a subject that I brought up when we talked
about 571 before. I have asked for an Attorney General's
opinion and I understand that it will be given to us in the
morning. On the question of whether or not the state could
engage in a contract with the private sector to operate gasohol
facilities. My amendment, I'm not certain whether or not it

is constitutional. But I would hope that Senator Schmit

might be willing to lay this over until tomorrow morning con-
tingent upon that. I'm not trylng to obstruct the movement

of this bill at all. Would you be willing to do that, Senator
Schmit, adopt your amendments and leave i1t here until tomorrow?

SENATOR SCHMIT: Mr. President, when would the bill come up
again, 1f I could ask you that question? For advancement.

SPEAKER MARVEL: Well the way we would operate 1f the bill
does nct....

SENATOR KOCH: 1I'll do this, Mr. Speaker. I think that there
is sentiment in what I was trying to approach before. The
question was whether or not we could find a way to do this
without getting involved in a2 constitutional issue. So, I'll
accept 571 with Senator Schmit's new amendments and move it
over. But, 1f I find that I can onstitutionally amend it

I would hope that he wouldn't mind me bringing it back to
allow an amendment for private sector to get engaged in 1t if
possible.

SENATOR SCHMIT: Philosophically I agree with you, Senator Koch.
I would certainly cooperate with you if we possibly can.

SENATOR KOCH: In that case we can go ahead and move it and
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
